Among the prisoners who have recent- 
y arrived at this place, fron, Quebec, ure 
ames Van Horn, Joseph Knowles, Paul 
Grummow, Elias Mills, Joss hh Bowen, 
Nathan Edson, Dyson Dyer, Jos-fih Cer- 
bin and Phelim Corbin, of the Ist regt. ol 
U.S. Infantry, who survived the massa- 
cre at Fort Dearborn'ór Chicago, on the 
1sth of August, 1812. It will be recol- 
lected that the conimandant at Fort Chi- 
cago, Capt. Heald, was ordered by Gen. 
IIull to evacuate the Fort and proceed 
with his command to Detroit—that hav- 
ing proceeded about a mile & a half the 
troops were ?ttacked by a body of Indians, 
to whom they were compclled to capitu- 
late. Capt. Heald, in his report of this 
affair, dated Oct. 23, 1812, says, “Om 
strength was 54 regulars, and 12 militia, 
out of which 26 regulars and all the mi- 
litia were killed in the action, with 2 wa- 
men and 12 children. Lieut. Lina T. 
Helm, with 25 non-commissioned off- 
cers and privates and 11 women & chil- 
dren were prisoners when we separated.” 
Lieut. Helm was ransomed. Of the 25 
non-commissioned officers and privates 
and the 11 women and children, the nine 
persons above mentioned, ase belicved to 
be the only survivors. "Yhcy state that 
the priseners who weré not put to death 
on the march; were taken to Fox River, 
in the Illinois t&griʻory, where they were 
distributed amgng the Indians as ser- 
vants. Those who survived remained in 
this situation about nine months, during 
which tiine they were ellowed scarcely 
a sufficiency of sustenance to support na- 
ture, and were then brought to Fort Chì- 
cago, where they were purchased from 
tho Indians by a French trader, agreeable 
inthe directions of Gen. Proctor, & sent 
to Amherstburg, and from thence to 
Quebcc, where they arrived on the Bth of 
Nov. 1813. 

John Neads, formerly of Virginia, who 
was one of the prisoners, died among the 
Indians, between the 15th and 20th of Ja- 
nuary, 1812. 

Hugh Logan, an Irishman, was to- 
mahawked and put to death, he not 
being able to walk, from excossive fa- 
tigue. i 

August Mott, a German, was killed in 
the same manner for M n reason. 

A man by the nante of Nelson was fro- 
zen to death, while.a captive with the In- 
dians. He was formerly of Mary- 
land.

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas it is manifest that the black- 
ade, which has been proclaimed by the 
enemy,ofthe whole Atlantic coast of the 
United States; nearly two thousand miles 
in extent, and abounding in pòrts, harbors 
and navigable inlets, cannot be carricd 
into effect by any-adequate force actually 
stationed for the purpose; and it is ren- 
dered a matter of certainty: and notoricty, 
bythe multiplied and daily arrivals and 
departures of the public and private arm- 
ed vessels of the United States, and of o- 
ther vessels, that no such adequate force 
has been so stationed : 
blockade thus destitute of thé character 
ofa regular and legal blockade, es defin- 
ed and recognized by the established law 
of nations, witever other purposes it 
may be made to answer, forms no lawful 
prohibition or obstacle to such neutral 
and friendly vessels as may choose to vi- 
sit and trade with’ the United States :— 
And whereas it accords with the interest 
and the amicable views of the U. States, 
to favor and promote, as far as may be, 
the free and mutually beneficial commer- 
cial intercourse of all friendly nations 
disposed to engage therein, and, with that 
view, to afford to. their vessels destined 
to the United States, a more positive and 
satisfactory security against all interrup- 
tions, molestations, or vexations whate- 
ver, trom the cruizers of the U, States: 
Now be it known, That I, James Madi- 
son, President of tlic United States of A - 
merica, do, by this Proclamation, strictly 
order and instruct all the public armed 
vessels of the United States, and all pri- 
va'e armed vessels, commissioned as pri- 
vateurs, or with letters of marque and re- 
prisal, not to interrupt, detain, or other- 
wise molest or vex, any vessels whatever 
belonging to neutral powers, or the sub-

June, about 11 o'clock, A. M. we saw 
the British with six barges approaching

one of them, at which time our flag was 
not hoisted, but Thomas Young was car- 
rying it down the strect towards the 
wharf where it was afterwards hoisted. 
We, the uncersigned do further testify 
and say, that on the landing of the com- 
manding officer from the barge where 
our flag was hoisted, he the commanding 
officer did agree that if he was not fired 
on by the inhabitants that he would not 
destroy any private property belonging 
to the inhabitants; but he would destroy 
public property which did not belong to 
the town, & requested one of us to point 
out the Faliiouth property or vessels, 
which we agreed to do, and one of us 
went into the barge with the second in 
command, and then they took down their 
flag of truce and proceeded to set fire to 
the Falmouth vessels,—They then land- 
ed a part of their men, and in violation of 
their agreement vroceeded to set fire to 
private property, by setting fire to a ves- 
sel on the stocks and five others which 
were at anchor and a Plymouth vessel. 
They were reminded of their agreement, 
and that they had taken advantage of us 
by false promises, but they threatened to 
set five to the village, and put the inha- 
bitants to the sword if any resistance was 
made or any attempts made to put out 
the fires, for they did not care about any 
promises they had made, also, they land- 
ed a party of men and set fire to a cotton 
factory. They then returned to their 
barges and took 12 of the inhabitants

If Me- 
rinoes are kept in high order, they breed very 
fast, and much less foed will keep them fat than 
is necessary to keep common sheep in the same 
order.
